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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1/24/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's main argument, as found on page 16-17, is that the combination of 
Lawler, Roop & Kikinis does not teach the claimed subject matter. More specifically, applicant 
asserts that "merely translating files to a format usable by a portable computer does not teach or 
suggest that the EPG is displayed according to media on which the data is provided". 

Examiner respectfully disagrees and points out that both Lawler (Fig. 2; col. 7, lines 5- 
65) & Roop (Fig. 5; col. 12, lines 42-67 thru col. 13, lines 1-35) provides end consumer devices 
that are computers. Kikinis is directed to the proposition of displaying any of the information 
available on regular computers, but just on a low-end computer device. Furthermore, Kikinis 
discloses that even though the invention specifically discusses its use in hand-held, PDA or 
portable computers,' the technology is also applicable to some set top boxes or even a TV set, see ' 
col. 4, lines 44-48. In order achieve this, Kikinis teaches that "one of the processing tasks that 
has to conveniently occur at the browser's computer is processing of received data into a format 
to be displayed on whatever display the user has", col. 6, lines 55-60. 
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Kikinis goes on to teach that server translates the files into a format more readily 
accessible depending upon the ID of the actual receiving unit, see col. 7, lines 1-42. Thus 
examiner respectfully asserts that the claimed language is met,4 since the files are converted and 
displayed into a different format, depending upon the actual receiver being used. 

Thus the base reference provides teachings of displaying an EPG, with first and second 
information as claimed. Kikinis (col. 2, lines 48-55; col. 3, lines 18-45) is merely cited to teach 
that displaying information, including an EPG, on different devices may require different display 
techniques. In view of the above discussion, examiner maintains the Final Rejection of record.
